PREFACE 


This  publication  presents  information  relating  to  milk  supply  areas  for  handlers 
regulated  under  Federal  milk  marketing  orders,  which  are  authorized  by  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement  Act  of  1937. 

In  contrast  to  the  marketing  areas  where  the  regulated  handlers  distribute  milk  to 
the  public,  and  which  are  specifically  defined  by  the  Federal  orders,  the  milk 
production  areas  are  not  specified  by  the  orders. 

For  the  first  time,  this  publication  will  present  a  breakdown  of  producer  deliveries 
of  milk  to  Federal  order  markets  according  to  the  States  and  counties  from  which 
these  deliveries  originated.     It  is  hoped  that  such  a  breakdown  of  deliveries  along 
with  the  breakdown  of  producer  numbers  by  State  and  county  will  provide  a  more 
meaningful  picture  of  the  milk  supply  area  of  Federal  order  markets. 

Table  1  shows  the  annual  volume  of  milk  delivered  to  Federal  order  plants  by  State 
of  origin,  and  the  percentage  that  such  deliveries  are  of  all  milk  sold  to  plants 
and  dealers  within  each  State. 

Table  2  lists  the  Federal  milk  marketing  areas  in  alphabetical  order  and  shows  the 
number  of  producers  and  the  volume  of  milk  delivered  to  each  market  from  each  State. 

Table  3  is  for  use  in  conjunction  with  table  2-   It  lists  the  States  by  geographic 
location  (as  in  table  1)  and  shows  for  each  county  in  the  State  the  total  number  of 
milk  producers  serving  and  the  volume  of  milk  delivered  to  Federal  order  areas, 
as  well  as  the  totals  for  each  market.    While  the  geographic  order  of  the  States 
makes  it  possible  to  show  the  data  for  most  markets  on  the  same  or  consecutive 
pages,  the  data  for  some  markets  are  several  pages  apart. 


This  publication  is  based  on  producer  number  and  delivery  data 
for  December  1969. 

Data  for  1967  were  issued  in  November  1968  as  C6<MS-50(1968) . 

Data  for  1965  were  issued  in  September  1966  as  C&MS-50(1966) ^ 

Similar  data  for  1963  V7ere  issued  in  November  1964  as  AMS-243  (1964) 
under  the  same  title,  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service.  The 
name  of  the  agency  vjas  changed  to  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service, 
effective  February  8,  1965. 

Similar  data  for  1960  were  issued  under  the  same  title  in  December  1961 
in  an  unnumbered  ASCS  publication  while  the  Agricultural  Stabilization 
and  Conservation  Service  was  administering  the  Federal  milk  orders. 

Data  for  1957  were  issued  as  AMS-243 (1958) .

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HISTORICAL  SUMMARY 


This  report,   "Sources  of  Milk  for  Federal  Order  Markets  by  State  and  County"  as  first  issued 
contained  information  on  the  number  of  producers  delivering  milk  to  Federal  order  markets  during 
1957.     Subsequently,  reports  were  issued  containing  similar  data  for  1960  and  December  1963, 
1965,  and  1967.     The  following  summarizes  information  reported  in  these  earlier  issues  and  infor- 
mation for  December  1969.

In  December  1969,  there  were  67  Federal  milk  marketing  orders  in  effect,  one  less  than  were 
effective  in  1957,  and  15  less  than  in  1963.    These  67  orders,  however,  regulated  more  milk, 
encompassed  more  area,  and  contained  a  larger  percentage  of  the  United  States  population  than 
ever  before.     During  the  late  fifties  and  early  sixties  the  expansion  of  the  Federal  order  program 
resulted  mainly  from  the  addition  of  new  orders  covering  new  marketing  areas.     But  in  recent  years, 
growth  of  the  Federal  order  program  has  resulted  from  the  expansion  of  existing  orders  into  new 
previously  unregulated  areas,  as  well  as  the  addition  of  new  orders.     At  the  same  time,  mergers 
of  existing  orders  have  reduced  the  actual  number  of  orders  in  effect. 

The  expansion  of  the  Federal  order  program  has  been  accompanied  by  an  expanded  supply  area. 

In  1957,  69  Federal  order  markets  received  milk  from  44  States.     By  1963,  82  orders  were  receiving 

milk  from  1,825  counties  irt  45  States,  (Montana,  Oregon,  South  Carolina,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii  had 

no  producers  delivering  to  Federal  order  markets)  and  by  1969,  67  order  markets  were  receiving  milk 

from  producers  in  2,150  counties  in  47  States  (Oregon,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii  excluded). 

It  is  now  more  common  for  the  supply  area  of  a  market  to  extend  beyond  the  State  or  States  in 
which  the  marketing  area  is  located.     In  1957,  only  6  percent  of  the  effective  order  markets 
received  milk  from  more  than  four  States.     The  majority  of  markets,  75  percent,  received  their 
milk  from  producers  from  two  to  four  States — usually  the  State  or  States  in  which  the  market  was 
located  plus  neighboring  States.     In  December  1969,  the  majority  of  markets,  57  percent,  still 
received  their  milk  from  producers  from  two  to  four  States;  however,  the  percentage  of  markets 
receiving  milk  from  more  than  four  States  increased  to  25  percent. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 


During  1969,  handlers  subject  to  67  Federal  milk  marketing  orders  received  more  than  61  billion 
pounds  of  milk  from  nearly  143,000  producers  In  47  States.    The  volume  of  milk  from  these  pro- 
ducers accounted  for  56  percent  of  all  milk  marketed  and  78  percent  of  the  fluid  milk  of  bot- 
tling quality  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  in  the  United  States.     Federal  order  plants  were  the 
recipients  of  all  deliveries  from  producers  in  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,    ^fo  producers  in 
Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Oregon  delivered  milk  to  handlers  operating  under  Federal  orders. 

In  December  1969,  21  markets  received  all  of  their  producer  milk  from  the  State  or  States  in  which 
their  marketing  areas  were  located.     In  26  other  markets,  it  was  more  than  90  percent.     In  all  but 
two  markets,  it  was  above  50  percent.    The  exceptions  were  the  Connecticut  and  the  Massachusetts- 
Rhode  Island-New  Hampshire  markets  which  respectively  received  only  49.6  and  25.3  percent  of  their 
milk  supplies  from  the  States  in  which  they  were  located. 

In  each  of  12  markets.  Federal  order  handlers  received  all  of  their  producer  milk  from  dairy 
farmers  in  one  State.     Twelve  other  markets  each  had  two  States  as  their  sources  of  producer 
milk.    The  Delaware  Valley,  Southern  Illinois,  and  Eastern  Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania  markets,  by 
comparison,  obtained  their  milk  supplies  from  producers  located  in  eight  States;  the 
Eastern  Colorado,  Massachusetts-Rhode  Island-New  Hampshire,  and  New  York-New  Jersey  markets 
received  milk  from  seven  States;  and  eight  other  markets  were  supplied  milk  by  dairy  farmers  from 
six  States. 

Texas  and  Wisconsin  producers  delivered  milk  to  13  Federal  order  markets  in  December  1969. 
Producers  in  Oklahoma  supplied  12  Federal  order  markets,  and  producers  in  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and 
Kansas  shipped  milk  to  11  markets. 

Producers  in  2,141  of  the  3,141  countlesl_/  in  50  States  delivered  milk  to  Federal  order  handlers. 
Producers  in  777  of  these  counties  made  deliveries  to  more  than  one  Federal  order  market. 
Producers  in  512  counties  delivered  to  two  markets.    The  number  of  counties  with  producer  deliv- 
eries to  three,  four,  and  five  markets  were  156,  74,  and  28,  respectively.    Grant  County  in 
Wisconsin;  Allamakee,  Delaware,  Fayette,  and  Winneshiek  Counties  in  Iowa;  and  Washington  County 
in  Arkansas  each  had  producers  delivering  milk  to  six  Federal  order  markets.     Clayton  County,  Iowa 
had  producers  delivering  milk  to  seven  markets.     (Due  to  restricted  data,  Clayton  County,  Iowa 
and  Winneshiek  County,  Iowa,  appear  to  be  delivering  to  only  6  and  4  markets  respectively  in 
table  3.) 

Every  county  in  five  States— Connecticut ,  Delaware,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont — was 
represented  by  producers  delivering  milk  to  Federal  order  handlers.     In  20  other  States,  producers 
supplying  Federal  order  markets  were  located  in  at  least  75  percent  of  the  total  counties  in  the 
State.     In  11  States,  the  percentage  of  counties  represented  was  at  least  50  percent,  but  less  than 
75  percent.    Only  nine  States,  including  the  three  States  with  no  producer  deliveries  to  Federal 
order  markets,  had  less  than  33  percent  of  the  counties  represented. 

The  county  delivering  the  most  milk  to  Federal  order  markets  during  December  1969  was  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  which  delivered  61.4  million  pounds.     There  were  68  counties  which  each 
delivered  more  than  15  million  pounds  of  milk  to  Federal  order  markets  in  December  1969.  Twenty- 
two  of  these  counties  were  located  in  New  York,  19  were  located  in  Wisconsin,  9  in  Pennsylvania, 
3  in  Vermont  and  Washington,  and  2  in  Illinois,  Michigan,  and  Maryland.    Arizona,  Colorado, 
Connecticut,  Louisiana,  Ohio,  and  Texas  each  had  one  county  which  delivered  more  than  15  million 
pounds  of  milk  to  Federal  order  markets  in  December  1969.    These  68  counties  delivered  more  than 
1.5  billion  pounds  of  milk  to  Federal  order  markets.     Although  these  68  counties  were  only 
3.2  percent  of  the  2,141  counties  delivering  to  Federal  order  markets,  they  accounted  for  nearly 
30  percent  of  the  deliveries  to  Federal  order  markets  in  December  1969.

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By  contrast,  1,429  counties,  or  two-thirds  of  the  2,141  counties  delivering  to  Federal  order 
markets,  each  had  deliveries  of  less  than  1.5  million  pounds  of  milk  in  December  1969.  Total 
deliveries  from  these  1,429  counties  were  approximately  0.7  billion  pounds,  which  accounted  for 
less  than  14  percent  of  the  deliveries  to  all  Federal  order  markets  in  December  1969.  These 
counties  were  located  in  all  regions  of  the  United  States  but  were  most  prominent  in  the  central 
and  south  central  areas.     Six  States  had  no  counties  delivering  more  than  1.5  million  pounds  to 
Federal  order  markets.     In  33  States,  more  than  50  percent  of  the  counties  delivering  to  Federal 
order  markets  delivered  less  than  1.5  million  pounds.
